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CITY FATHERS
ASK HUGE SUM
OF TREASURY
INNEWBUDGET

Two New Parks, New Aqueduct
and Calvert Street Bridges,
and Camp for High School
Cadets Planned. .

Exact Total Kept Secrst, But
Sum Is Known to Be One of
the Largest Ever Asked by
Commissioners.

One of the largest budgets in
the history of the District, embrac-
ing recommendations for many im-
portant improvements were sub-
mitted by the Commissioners to the
Secretary of the Treasury for
transmission to Congress today.

Provisions for two additionnl
parks in the District, for a new
Aqueduct and a new Calvert street
bridge, for a military training
camp for high school cadets, and
for many school and street exten-
sions and improvements, are em-
braced. A big increase over the
appropriations for last year is
asked.

This increase, it is learned, re
flects the increase in the District's
revegues and makes the budget
larger in the matters of estimates
than any similar document com-
piled by the Commissioners in
many years.

SECRECY MAINTAINED.

While greater secrecy has been maln-
talned regarding the ostimates than wan
the case In former yearm, It Is learncd
from an authoritatlve source that the
following Items are Included:
